REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE

the organic compound to be inserted between the layers of the organic compound and 
wherein a partial amount of said organic compound is inserted between the layers of the 
inorganic compound. Fomperie et al. 6,674,009 B2, is not prior art to the present 
application by virtue of its later filing date and differs from the present claimed invention 
in that the present claims do not require usage of a metal compound to treat the 
inorganic compound.
